ON COOPERATION IK SCIZNCE AND TECHNOLOGY 



The Cove— xent of the Cnitec . •.ates of America And the 
CoTen am t at the People's Republic af Chin* {hereinafter 
referred ta as the Ccntracting Parties) ; 

Acting in the spirit of the Joint Coi=suniqu« on the 
Establishment of Diplomatic Relations between the United States 
of America and the People's Republic of China; 

Recognizing that cooperation in the fields of science and 
technology can promote the well-being and prosperity of both 
co on- * -.es ; 

Affirming that such cooperation can strengthen friendly 
relations between both countries; 

Wishing to establish closer and more regular cooperation 
between scientific and technical entities and personnel Ln both 
countries ; 

Have agreed as follows : 

AKTICLS 1 

1. The Contracting Parties shall develop cooperation under 
this Agreement on the basis of equality, reciprocity and mutual 
benefit, 

2. The principal objective of this Agreement is to provide 
broad opportunities for cooperation in scientific and technological 
fields of mutual interest, thereby promoting tb« progress of science 
and technology for tha benefit of both countries and of mankind. 



ARTICLE 2 

Cooperation under this Agreessest may be undertaken La the 
fields of agriculture , energy, space, health, environment, 
earth sciences, engineering, and such other areas of science 
and technology and their oanageacnt as Bay b* mutually agreed, 
as well as educational and scholarly exchange . 

ARTICLE 3 

Cooperation ander this Agreement aay include: 
a- Exchange of scientists, scholars, specialists and 
students; 

b. Exchange of scientific, scholarly, and technological 
information and documentation; 

c. Joint pLanning and implementation o£ programs and 
projects; 

d. Joint research, development and testing, and exchange 
of research results and experience between cooperating entities ; 

«. Organization d£ joint courses, conferences and symposia; 
f. Other forms of scientific and technological, cooperation 
as Bay be mutually agreed. 

•' ARTICLE 4 

Pursuant to the objectives of this Agreement, the Contracting . 
Parties shall encourage and facilitate, as appropriate, the 
development of contacts and cooperation between government 
agencies, universities, organizations, institutions, and other 
entities of both countries, and the conclusion of accords between 
such bodi*s for the conduct of cooperative activities- Both sides 
will further promote, consistent witfi such cooperation and vhere 
appropriate, mutually beneficial bilateral economic activities. 



AUXXCLS 5 

Specific accords implementing this Agreement may caver 
the subjects of cooperation, procedures to be followed, 
treatment of intellectual property* funding and other 
appropriate Batters. With respect to funding, coats shall 
be borne as mutually agreed. All cooperative activities under 
this Agreement shall be subject to the availability of Cunds. 

ARTICLE 6 

Cooperative activities under this Agreement shall be 
subject to the laws and regulations in each country. 

ARTICLE 7 

Each Contracting Party shall, with respect to cooperative 
activities under this Agreement, use its best efforts to 
facilitate protspt entry into and exit from its territory 
equipment and personnel of the other side, and also to provide 
access to relevant geographic areas, institutions, data and 
materials. 

ARTICLE 8 

Scientific and technological information derived from 
cooperative activities under this Agreement may be made 
available, unless otherwise agreed in an implementing accord 
under Article 5, to the world scientific community .through 
customary channels and In accordance with the normal procedures 
of the participating entities. 

ARTICLE 9 

Scientists, technical experts, and entities of third 
countries or international organisations may be Invited, upon 
mutual consent of both aides , to participate in projects and 
program* being carried out under this Agreement. 



AJtrrciE 10 

^1- The Contracting Parries shall establish * OS-PRC Joint 
Cccaaissioa on Scientific and Techno logical Cooperation, which 
shall consist of United States and Chinese parts. Each 
Contracting Party shall designate a co-chaixaan and its wancrs 
of the Ccsaissioa. The Cotaission shall adopt procedures for 
its operation, and shall ordinarily meet once a year in t*— • 
United States and the People's Republic of China alternately. 

2. The Joint Ccssaissica shall plan and coordinate 
cooperation in science and technology, and aonitor and 
facilitate such cooperation. The Commission shall also consider 
proposals for the further developaent of cooperative activities 
in specific areas and recots^nd measures and programs to both 
sides. 

3. To carry out its functions, the Commission aay when 
necessary create temporary or permanent joint subc r . mii ttees or 
worJcing groups. 

4. During the period between meetings of the Comaission, 
additions or amendments may be made to already approved 
cooperative activities, as nay be mutually agreed. 

5. To assist the Joint Commission, each Contracting Party 
shall designate an Executive Agent. The Executive Agent on the 
United States side shall be the Office of Science and Technology 
Policy; and on the side of the People's Republic of China, the 
State Scientific and Technological Comaission. The Executive 
Agents shall collaborate closely to promote proper impleoentation 
of all activities and programs. The Executive Agent of each 
Contracting Party chall be responsible for coordinating the 
implementation of its aide of such activities and progxans.
